The strangest part, however, yet 
remains to be told. Some twenty years 
ago it was given to Mr. John Taylor 
author of The Great Pyramid: 


Why was it Built, and Who Built

The view is briefly this: that the 
Pyramid was Divinely constructed ; 
perhaps by Melchisedec as its archi-

ries of the Pyramid measure out con- 
tinuously in inches the length of the 
Jewish, Christian, and millennial dis- 
pensations in yeare. Thus, the first 
gallery, which is 2,528 inches long, 
represents the 2,528 years from the 
dispersion of mankind at the Tower 
of Babel, to the first advent of Christ. 
Then the second, or Grand Gallery, 
1,881-2 inches long, represents the 
1,882 years of the Christian dispen- 
sation; then the third gallery sym- 
bolizes the subsequent millennial dis- 
pensation, 

THE FIRST GALLERY, REPRESENTING 

THE JEWISH DISPENSATION. 

According to the Pyramid astronomy 
the Flood took place B. c. 2790. The 
first entrance- passsage or gallery com- 
mences with the symbolic date an- 
swering to B. C. 2528 — the era of the 
first dipersion of mankind. On the 
scale of an inch to a year, the passage 
gradually descends to a point B. o. 
2170, which was the date of the erec- 
tion of the Pyramid. This is singuy 
larly marked by two fine lines ruled on 
the stone on the east and west sides of 
the gallery. The descent then con- 
tinues 628 inches (representing, of 
course, 628 years), to what is called 
% the granite portcullis (B. o. 1542) ; 
this is 4 junction or new departure in 
the Pyramid’s symbolism. 

This ‘‘ granite portonllis is very 
important ; it indicates the separation 
ofa ‘‘ peculiar people” to the service 
of God, The Hebrew passage, or 
gallery, consequently commences B. o. 
1542 (the exodus from Egypt under 
Moses), and, of course, extends to the 
birth of Christ. The various phases 


of Hebrew history are, it appears, in 


some manner symbolized on the stone 
facings of this passage, and its height 
is only 53 inches. This is apparently 
in contradistinction to the command-

We are further told by Professor 
Smyth that thirty-three inches (signi- 
fying years) after the commencement 
of this Grand Gallery there is a well, 
or dark aperture, leading to a subter-

ranean chamber in the rock, and ulti- 
mately into a profound depth called 
the ‘*bottomless pit.” The stone which 
once covered the aperture has long 
since been torn away. as 

This seems intended to be a startling 
symbolism of the death and descent 
into the grave of our Lord, prefigured 
by the descent into the Hades Cham- 
ber. 

As we are merely giving an outline 
of the theory, we pass on to notice 
that the length of the Grand Gallery 
is 1,881 Pyramid inches and a fraction; 
this has been ascertained by the most 
careful measurements. There is no 
thing particular in its whole course 
until a remarkable change takes place 
at the point of 1,815 inches from its 
cemmencement, corresponding, of 
course, withthe year a. D. 1815. It 
will, perhaps, be best: to give this in 
the Professor’s own words :— | 
We had traced up that gallery’s 
remarkable course from where it begins 
at its north end with the date of the 
birth of tbe Savior of mankind; and 
excepting only certain limited features 
in that neighbourhood already alluded 
to, had met with no break or interrup- 
tion to our continued ascent along the 
enormous length of its sloping floor, 
until, at the rate of a Pyramid inch to 
a year, we had arrived at the point 
indicating a. D. 1813-14. | 
At that point, however, begins the 
grand step of the end, a step 
all the breadth of the gallery, an 
rising from its floor almost exactly a 
British yard in vertical height, yet 
forming from mere a continued lovel 
right on to the very end. me 


That end, nevertheless, we had 


not actually reached, even by going 
on to the 1875 date point, though it 
comes very soon afterwards, viz., in 
4. D. 1881-2; for there in all its solidity 
and overhanging imminence, is the 
-southern wall or practical termination 
of the Grand Gallery. Whatever, 
therefore, that feature symbolizes, 
terminates there too—viz., in 4.

This elevation in the floor-level, 


corresponding to the date 1815, is a 


very remarkable feature. It is admit- 
ted that the events occuring from 4. D. 
1800 to 1815, ushered in, as it were, 


‘without descent, ha 
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a new era in the history of mankind. 
At that era France, the leading 
nation of Europe, shook off religion 
for a season, and endeavoured to in- 
troduce new creeds, new times, laws, 
seasons, and even measures (the metric 
system). It is now supposed that the 
future anti-Christ will do these things 
on a more extended scale in the future. 
After the end of the Grand Gallery 
at the distance of 1,881 inches, we 
find that a very low passage, forty-four 
inches in height and fifty-three in 
length, commences.

It is furtber to be added that at the 
end of the Grand Gallery, dendting 
the Christian dispensation, there is 
what is termed a way of escape —a sort 
of trap- door, twenty - eight feet high, and 
only to be approached by a select body. 
Strange to say, the Book of Revelation 
constantly points to the ‘‘ elect” who 
will escape the anti-Christian troubles 
by being translated to meet Christ in 
the air at bis second Coming.

mother, without descent, having 
neither beginning of days nor end of 
life: but made like unto the Son of 
God, abideth a priest continually.” 
This absence of parentage, descent, 
beginning or ending did not have 
reference to the personality of Mel - 
chisedek, but to the priesthood or 
authority of God, which he held and 
which is an eternal principle of power, 
being in and proceeding from Jehovah 
Himself. In the preceding verse, 
Hebrews vii—2, the Apostle gives the 
intérpretation of the official titles of 
Melchesidek, which is King of 
Righteousness” and King of Peace,” 
without father, etc., showing it was 
the office, priesthood, authority, not 
the man that was spoken of in that 
cofinection. In fact the reading of 
the whole chapter shows that the 
Apostle’ was treating then upon 
priésthood. Melchisedek was nothing 
möre nor less than a holy and just 
man whe held the priesthood, and, 30 
far as his personal earthly existence is 
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concerned there can be no doubt that 
he was born of woman, in the ordinary 
course of nature. 
Ik the theories advanced in relation 
to the meanings of the peculiar strue- 
ture be correct there can be little 
doubt that its design fand construc- - 
tion were directed by the Priesthood 
which is now after the order of Mel- 
chisedek, but which, before his day, 
was called after the order of the Son of 
God. There are in the church, two 
priesthoods, namely the Melchisedek, 
and Aaronic, including the Levitical 
riesthood. Why the first is called the 
Melchisedek priesthood, is because Mel- 
chisedek was such à great high priest. 
Before bis day it/ was called the holy 
priesthood, a the order of the Son 
of God; but out of respect or reverence | 
for the name of the Supreme Being, 
to avoid the too frequent repetition of. 
his name, they, the church, in ancient 
days, called that priesthood after 
Melchisedek, or the Melchisedek 
priesthood.” Doctrine and Covenants, 
European ed. p. 74.

We 
believe that, in this age of progression, 
when the illuminating touchstone of 
revelation has been restored,conjecture 
upon all those important and interest- 
ing subjects will finally resolve into. 
positive certainty. The methods 
which Jehovah adopts to cunvince the 
inhabitants of the earth that He is 
God are miltifarious and marvelous, 
and there is nothing hidden that will 
not, in time, be revealed. Blessed is 
he whose mind, like a well weeded 
garden, is open to receive the seeds of 
knowledge, that they may germinate, 
as in congenial soil, sending out tender 
shoots, accumulating in force and 
strength, until a matured understand. 
ing gives forth the lucious fruits of 
divine wisdom. 

We quote from the Herald artisle: 


„% We are further told by Professor 
Smyth that thirty three inches (signify- 
ing years) after the commencement of 
this Grand Gallery there is a ‘ well,’ 
or dark aperture, leading to a subter- 
ranean chamber in the rock, and ulti- 
mately into a profound depth called 
the ‘ bottomless pit.”

This extended and magnanimous 
mission of the Divine Master was fore- 
shadowed by himself, before his death, 
when he said, (John v, 26,) ‘* Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, the hour is 
coming, and now is, when the dead 
shall hear the voice of the Son of God: 
and they that hear shall live.” And 
in the 28th verse: Marvel not at 
this: for the hour is coming, in the

hear his voice.” 
In the same connection, 1 Peter iii, 
18—20, states that after being put to 


death in the flesh the Savior was 


quickened by the spirit, by which 
also he went and preached to the spirits 
in prison.” In chap. iv. verse 6, the 
object of this preaching is given, being 
that they might be judged according 
to men in the flesh, but live according 
to God in the spirit.”

DEATH OF APOSTLE ORSON HYDE. 


A TELEGRAPHIC dispatch from Welt Ziake ( Lake City, received late on the evening of 
Nov. 29th, conveyed to us the painful intelligence that Elder Orson Hyde, of 
the eee of the Twelve Apostles of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter. 
day Saints, died at six p.m. the previous day. We understand the demise of 
the donated occurred at his late residence, at Spring City, Sanpete County, 
where he had lived for a considerable number of years. In his death a long, 
arduous and useful career has been, so far as this life is concerned, brought to 
a termination. 

Orson Hyde was the son of Nathan Hyde and Sally Thorp, and was: 3 in 
Oxford, Newhaven, State of Connecticut, U. S. A., Jan. Sch, 1805. 

At Kirtland, Ohio, after a thorough and ne en havebtigation of the prin 
ciples and doctrines of the Church, he became converted to their truth and, 
on Oct. 30th, 1831, was baptized by Elder Sidney Ricdon. On the same day he 
‘was ordained an Elder, under the hands of Joseph Smith, the Prophet, and 
Sidney Rigdon. A few days subsequently Elder Hyde attended a Conference 
in tle town of Orange, at which he was ordained a High Priest, under the 
hands of the Prophet, Joseph. He was there appointed on a mission, in con- 
nection with Elder Hyrum Smith, to Elyria and Florence, in which places 
they were successful in inducing many to embrace the Gospel. 

_ After returning to Kirtland Elder Hyde was appointed on a mission, in 
company with Elder S. H. B. Smith, on which they started in the spring of 
1832. They traveled about two thousand miles on foot, without purse or 
scrip, suffering many hardships, privations and much ill treatment. This, 
according to the personal statement of the deceased,. was one of the hardest 
missions ever performed in the Church. 

In the spring of 1833, he and Elder Hyrum Smith, went on a mission to 
some portions of Ohio ood Pennsylvania, and succeeded in baptizing quite a 
number of people, who believed their testimonies. They returned to Kirtland 
in the summer. In the same season Elder Hyde was appointed, with Elder 
John Gould, to go to Jackson Connty, Missouri, having special instructions 
for the Saints, from the Prophet. The journey was performed on foot, and 
was a most arduous one. After encountering many difficulties they reached 
their destination, delivered the letters and documents with which they had 
been entrusted, and returned, reaching Kirtland in November, 1833. 

In the winter and spring of 1834, he took another mission to Pennsylvania, 
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in oompany with Elder Orson Pratt, to preach the Gospel and call a company, 
that summer, to go up to Missouri. He went up to the latter State and return- 
ed the same summer. In the winter of that year the Twelve Apostles were 
chosen, he being one of the number selected to that holy calling and Quorum. 
The Twelve having been called, as a body, to go on a mission through various 
parts of the country, visiting and strengthening the churches, preaching, bap- 
tizing, and performing other labors of the ministry, he proceeded in the per- 
formance of those duties, returning to Kirtland in September of the same year. 
In 1836 he took a mission to the State of New York, and ‘thence to Canada, 
where he joined Elder P. P. Pratt, the twe laboring together for some time. 

In the spring of 1837, Elder Hyde came on a mission to England, in com- 
pany with Elders H. C. Kimball, Willard Richards, John Goodson, Isaac 
Russell, John Snider and Joseph Fielding. He was very successful in this 
country, being instrumental in bringing a great many to a knowledge of the 
Gospel. He returned again to Kirtland, May 31st, 1838. 

At the General Conference in April, 1840, he and Elder John E. Page were ap- 
pointed to take a mission to Jerusalem. Elder Page failed to go, but Elder 
Hyde filled his mission, on which he was absent nearly three years. While 
upon the Mount of Olives he consecrated the Holy Land. 

Sabsequent to the death of the Prophet Joseph, when the Saints, after being 
driven from their former homes, were located at Winter Quarters, he 
and some others cf the Apostles proceeded to Great Biitain on a 
mission. After his return he presided at Winter Quarters, until the re- 
turn of the Pioneers.“ After the return of the latter he took an active part 
in the organization of the First Presidency, being the Apostle! who made 
the motion that Brigham Young be President of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. Elder Hyde afterwards presided, for some time over the 
branches of the Church in Pottowatomie County, Iowa, until the removal of 
most of the Saints from there to the Valley of the Salt Lake. | 

Daring several years of his life while a resident of Utah, Elder Hyde 
was principally engaged taking, a leading part in colonizing the country, in the 
establishment of new settlements. Latterly he has also labored as vigorously 
as his failing health would permit, in traveliug abont among the towns and 
villages of the Saints, preaching, exhorting and otherwise building up the 
Church. The last years of his life, as; already intimated, were spent for the 
most part in Sanpete County. 

In his younger years especially, he was noted for his powerful eloquence, 
which is even to this time a matter of remark among people still living in this 
country who knew him in his ministry in thisland. He appeared, especially 
latterly, to be much exercised over the dminous character of the signs of the 
times, and the present generation received from him many solemn warnings 
with regard to the approaching judgments upon the wicked. 

Not longer ago than the 6th of October, at the late semi-Annvual Conference, 
at Salt Lake City, he addressed the assemblage with much clearness upon 
subjects of vital interest to the Saints.

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His death can scarcely be said to be unexpected, as his health has been fail- 
ing rapidly for some time. Indeed he is known to have frequently expressed 
himself to the effect, in the last few years of his life, that he felt ug the 


closing scene of his mortal career was approaching. 
It is a source of much consolation when one who has peeved BO use
